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Act quick 
to take 
fall color 
tours

Drought conditions over the summer 
may have set the stage months ago for fall 
color tours, but opportunities still exist in 
northern Michigan to view fall foliage. 

“This year put a lot of stress on the trees,” 
said Russell Kidd, forestry educator for the 
northern Lower Peninsula for the Michigan 
State University Extension. “What color we 
are going to get is probably pretty much 
here, It’s peaking and it’s going to be gone 
pretty fast.” 

Bert Cregg, associate professor for 
Michigan State University’s Department of 
Horticulture and Department of Forestry, 
said maple trees in the Grayling-area are 
near their peak for fall color. 

Oaks will continue to turn over the next 
couple of weeks. There is still some white 
ash around in northern Michigan that are 
adding nice, deep purples, Cregg said. 

“I think we are seeing a more variable 
season in parts of the state that were hit 
hard with the drought - some trees are turn- 
ing earlier while others are essentially on- 
track,” Cregg said. 

Sunny weather in recent weeks brought 
out most of the early fall colors. 

“The sunny weather brings out a lot of 
colors,” Kidd said. “Some of it’s a little 
muted because of the drought.” 

Pure Michigan, the state’s official travel 
and tourism website, promotes color tours 
for northwest and northeast Michigan. 

A 170-mile trip for northwest Michigan 
travels from Grayling to Torch Lake and 
ends in Lake City. Sites and attractions on 
the tour include Wellington Farm Park, 
North Higgins Lake State Park, South 
Higgins Lake State’ Park, the Lake 
Margrethe State Forest Campground, the 
Huron- Manistee National Forest, the TART 
Trail, the Old Mission Point Lighthouse, 
the Grass River Natural Area and Sand 
Lakes Quiet Area. 

A 200-mile trip for northeast Michigan 
travels through Alpena, Mio and Gaylord. 
Sites on the tour include the Thunder Bay 
Island Lighthouse, Thunder Bay National 
Marine Sanctuary-Great Lakes Maritime 
Heritage Center, the Otsego Lake State 
Park, Pigeon River Country Elk Range and 
the Hartwick Pines State Park. 


WITH NO-KILL COMMUN ITY AWARD

Crawford County residents were honored 
for being one of the top communities in the 
state for their efforts to find homes for 
healthy and treatable pets. 

The Michigan Pet Fund Alliance held its 
annual No-Kill Conference called “Getting 
to the Goal” in Lansing on Sept. 20-21. 

The event brought together advocates 
from shelters, rescue groups, the veterinary 
field and local and statewide government to — 
share strategies, experiences and inspira- 
tion, 

Michigan leads the way nationally in the 
number of communities that save the lives 
of more than 90 percent of their homeless 
pets. 

The conference focused on an innovative 
rescue group certification program and also 
featured a veterinary-focused course of 
action as well as sessions on all aspects for 
the no-kill equation, a group of programs 
implemented in more than 50 communities 
nationwide to end the killing of healthy and 
treatable homeless pets. 

Crawford County was recognized with a 
no-kill community award at the conference. 
The county was among 10 others counties 
in the state to receive the award, including 
Alger, Baraga, Chippewa, Gogebic, 
Houghton, Keweenaw, Marquette, Otsego 
and Roscommon Counties. 

The Michigan Pet Fund Alliance, a non- 
profit organization which works with shel- 
ter and rescue organizations with training, 
technical assistance, education and advoca- 
cy, sponsored the no-kill conference for the 
See CRAWFORD | Pg.

County opts to pay more to shelter to house animals

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
approved to hike the amount 
it pays to the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter along with a 
three-year agreement 
between the county and the 
non-profit shelter. 

The county agreed to 
increase the amount it pays 
the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter from $12,000 to 
$14,000 for the 2012-13 fis- 
cal year. The shelter board 
had requested an increase up 
to $18,000. 

The contract between the 
shelter and the county was 
last dealt with eight years 
ago. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said the county needed to 
address what it pays the shel- 
ter to keep animals that come

under the county’s control so 
the non-profit organization 
can remain financially viable. 

“We want to make it eco- 
nomically sound and every- 
body right now is looking for 
money,” Compo said. 

The three-pact includes 
indexed payments to account 
for increased operational 
costs, 

Beginning on Oct 1, the 
county agreed to pay the 
shelter 1,166.67 monthly 
with the understanding that 
no more than 15 animals per 
month will be kept at the 
shelter for the county. 


The county agreed to pay 


$1,225 monthly, beginning 
Oct. |, 2013 to the shelter 
and to pay $1,286.25, begin- 
ning Oct. 1, 2014. 

‘An additional fee of $70 
per animal, per month will be 
paid for every animal that is 
housed at the shelter ‘in

excess of the 15 animal max- 
imum monthly allotment. 

An exception will exist if 
the county exceeds its maxi- 
mum allotment of 15 ani- 
mals, when there are animals 
that were housed at the shel- 
ter for three days or less, In 
that event, an additional fee 
of $10 per animal will be 
paid. 

In addition, an exception 
exists in the event of an ani- 
mal that is sheltered as a 
result of a court order. In that 
event, the county agrees to 
pay $75 for those animals. 

“Over the past couple of 
years, we’ve found that it 
takes more handling for ani- 
mals that are court ordered to 
be placed at the shelter 
because they have to be sepa- 
rated from the other ani- 
mals,” Compo said. 

An exception will also 
exist in a case where’ more

than 10 animals are brought 
to the shelter from one loca- 
tion or source. In that event, 
the shelter and the county 
will negotiate a compensa- 
tion schedule that is fair and 
equitable for both parties. 

The county received a 
grant and loan from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to 
build the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter in 2007. The 
shelter makes payments on 
the $330,000 loan through its 
fund-raising efforts. 

Increasing its payment for 
animals housed at the shelter 
is part of the strategy to 
ensure the shelter can main- 
tain ils loan payments. 

“We don’t want .to take 
over the shelter and our pri- 
mary concern is paying our 
fair share of the costs,” 
Compo said. “They do a good 
job for the community and 
operate a great facility” 1.

Inaccurate floodplain maps targeted

LANSING -— After the 
Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
(FEMA) released floodplain 
maps, effective April 17, 
homeowners started receiv- 
ing letters from their lenders 
giving them 45 days to buy 
additional insurance 
because they were in a flood 
zone. 

Floodplain maps for 
counties statewide were 
determined by FEMA, but 
officials in Gladwin and 
Crawford counties were 
concerned about the accura- 
cy and impact of the maps. 

Approximately 350 
homes in Gladwin alone 
were placed in a newly cre- 
ated flood zone, U.S. Rep. 
Dan Benishek, R-Crystal 
Falls, told FEMA in a letter 
requesting that Gladwin 
County have until Oct. 31 to 
draw new maps.

State Rep. Joel Johnson, 
R-Clare, contacted the 
Department of 
Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) about remapping 
Gladwin’s floodplain. 

And US, Sen. Carl Levin, 
D-Detroit, and Johnson 
helped get extra time from 
FEMA for remapping in 
Gladwin. 

According 1!o Johnson, 
Gladwin County officials 
“launched an effort to pre- 
pare and submit alternative 
maps that were based on I- 
or-2-foot contour intervals.” 
FEMA used 1t0-foot inter- 
vals, creating much larger 
floodplain areas. 

Remapping _ floodplain 
zones is not always the easi- 
est option, said Grayling 
Township Supervisor Rick 
Harland. He said Grayling 
won't remap because it 
would be too expensive. 

Crawford County’s geo- 
graphic information systems 


technician, Gaye Pizzi, 
obtained the floodplain map 
from FEMA, so when 
Crawford County residents 
ask if they are in a flood 
zone, she is able to give 
them an accurate answer. 

Some residents have then 
hired surveyors and, in none 
of those cases did the sur- 
veyors find the properties to 
be in a flood zone, Pizzi 
said. 

“Whatever company 
came to map the floodplains 
must have never set foot in 
Crawford County,” she said. 

“What was unfortunate 
was that a base flood ecleva- 


tion was never set for 
Crawford County and 
FEMA didn’t set one 


either,’ Pizzi said. Banks 
send letters to homeowners 
in flood zones and give 
them 45 days to get insur- 
ance, she said. 

And anything attached to 


-a house is considered in the 


flood zone. “Someone could 
have stairs leading out to the 
water, or a deck that falls in 
the flood zone.” 

Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Rick 
Harland said he can person- 
ally relate. 

“My property shows I’m 
in the floodplain but my 
house is not.’ He is hiring 
surveyors to determine the 
maps accuracy. 

Lovells Township 
Supervisor Gary Neumann 
said about a dozen parcels 
have been determined to be 
in the flood zone in his 
township. “Out of a dozen, 
half of the structures were 
clearly not in the flood 
zone.” 

It is the property owners’ 
responsibility to either 
obtain insurance or hire a 
surveyor if they wish to 
determine if their homes 
were accurately placed in a 
flood zone.

Facts are difficult to deter- 
mine. Arguments conflict. 
What’s true and what isn’t? 

For what it may be worth, 
here are my thoughts on 
how I plan to cast these six 
votes. 

In the first place, I have a 
distinct bias about (a) trying 
to amend the Michigan 
Constitution on questions 
that rightfully belong to the 
Michigan Legislature, and 
(b) the content of proposals 
that are so broad that trying 
to figure out how they will 
change or affect existing 
laws is difficult or impossi- 
ble to determine. 

Of the six questions vot- 
ers will decide, five fall into 
one or the other of these two 
categories, or both.

Statewide proposals follow pattern 


whether a law passed by the 
Legislature in 2011 shouid 
be approved or repealed. 

In essence, it involves 
state-appointed emergency 
managers assuming tempo- 
rary financial management 
of local government units, 
including school districts, 
when they face extreme 
money problems and civic 
bankruptcy. 

Public Act 4 of 2011 gives 
broad powers to emergency 
managers to take over much 
of the job now held by local- 
ly elected officials. 

1 approach this question 
with mixed emotions on the 
basic question of representa- 
tive government, which is a 
comerstone of democracy. I 
believe that the people 
should run their 'ocal gov- 
ernments through elected 
officials, keeping govern- 
ment close to the people. 
But I also believe in keeping 
local governments alive. 

When elected officials 
have demonstrated they can- 
not do their jobs adequately 
to prevent financial emer- 
gencies or to correct them, 


should not the state step in

through an emergency man- 
ager to help get the local 
unit back into operating 
condition? 

In that situation, shouldn’t 
the state-appointed official 
have enough muscle to fix 
the problems? 

To me, the question is 
reality versus principle, and 
because I believe local gov- 
ermments must be financial- 
ly sound enough to handle 
their own problems, I will 
opt for reality, in order to 
help them return to the prin- 
ciple of home rule. 

So I plan to vote YES to 
approve Public Act 4 of 
2011. 

* * * 

THE OTHER ballot pro- 
posals all would amend the 
Michigan Constitution, and 
some in unknown ways. 

For example, Proposal 
Two is presented by labor 
organizations to repeal a 
bunch of state laws, and 
nobody has come forth with 
a complete list. It would 
prohibit any “right to work” 
laws, and give constitutional 
status to public employee 
unions. What else is hidden 


in this far-reaching proposal 
remains a mystery. For that 
reason alone, I will vote 
NO. 

Proposal Three would 
require public utilities by 
the year 2025 to provide at 
least 25 percent of retail 
sales from renewable energy 
sources, such as wind, solar, 
biomass, and hydropower. 
These clearly are questions 
which should be decided by 
the legislature and should 
not be in the state constitu- 
tion. I will vote NO. 

Proposal Four gives con- 
Stitutional status to some- 
thing called the Michigan 
Quality Home Care Council 
(MQHCC) to control home 
care workers and be the 
union for them. To me, this 
is a bad idea in the first 
place, and has no place in 
the constitution. If reforms 
are needed, the Legislature 
should have jurisdiction. I 
will vote NO. 

Proposal Five would 
Tequire a two-thirds majori- 
ty vote in the legislature, or 
approval by a statewide 
vote, to impose new or high- 
er taxes. To embed this 


restriction in the constitu- 
tion is simply bad govern- 
ment, Lawmakers need dis- 
cretion in year by year con- 
sideration of budgeting mat- 
ters. I will vote NO. 
Proposal Six demands 
approval by votes statewide 
and in affected local com- 
munities before any “new or 
international bridges or tun- 
nels for motor vehicles” can 
be built. This idea has been 


promoted heavily and 
almost solely by the compa- 
ny that owns the 


Ambassador Bridge from 
Detroit to Canada, and is 
strictly a self-serving pro- 
posal. It has no place in the 
Constitution, and I will vote 
NO. 

The Almanack tally on 
ballot proposals: One reluc- 
tant YES, five NO. 

* * * 

LET US HOPE the 2012 
flood of proposals to amend 
the constitution is an anom- 
aly, and will not soon be 
repeated. 

Ballot questions are 
almost always presented, 
purchased and peddled by 
individual special interest 


groups. 

You usually can figure out 
which groups are pushing 
which amendments, by fig- 
uring out who benefits the 
most. 

It takes money — a lot of it 
— to prepare a proposed 
amendment, to gather the 
signatures needed to put it 
on the ballot, and finally to 
convince enough people to 
vote for it. This year’s 
steady stream of TV ads has 
raised the ante. 

If enough amendments, 
such as most of these 
offered this year, are adopt- 
ed, the Michigan 
Constitution eventually 
becomes riddled with dam- 
aging restrictions and con- 
flicting provisions, all lead- 
ing to unmanageable or 
unwieldy state government 
and special benefits to spe- 
cial groups.

Drought affects wildlife 


Severe drought affects 
many wildlife species in 
ways that we can relate to 
with our human experience. 
Droughts lead to less food 
-and water, as well as deterio- 
ration of various forms of 
cover. Some effects are cur- 
rent. Other effects will con- 
tinue long after the rains 
resume. For many species, 
drought is hazardous. For 
others, it may be a time of 


opportunity. Impacts on 
populations may last several 
years. 


Immediate effects include 
heat stress, fewer water 
sources, and reduced 
amounts of fruit and forage. 
These environmental condi- 
tions can lead to physiologi- 
cal stress and contribute to 
higher levels of mortality 
and lower breeding success. 
These are the sorts of factors 
that most of us might think 
about right away. 

But there is more; and 
much of it has to do with 
habitat quality. 

In the forest, dry condi- 


‘tions lead to lower overall 


production of fruits and nuts, 
something called “mast”. 
Although, in some cases the 
current year response may be 
the opposite. Trees and other 
plants produce less palatable 
browse, in both quantity and 
quality. Some herbaceous 
species go into dormancy 
earlier. Reductions of these 
energy rich food sources 
result in less fat build-up 
among herbivores. Those 
wildlife species that remain 
resident throughout the win- 
ter may not have enough 
reserves to survive. Those 
that migrate will have a more 
difficult passage and will 
need good food supplies at 
their destinations, if they 
arrive. 

Poorer habitat quality has 
ramifications beyond the 


~ summer. ‘Trees and shrubs 


will produce fewer flower 


buds. That means that next. 


year, there will, again, be a 


_.. Kower amount of fruits: and 


Aspen will have fewer 


flower buds to feed winter- 
ing ruffed grouse. Increased 
mortality of perennial vege- 


‘tation leaves cover gaps 


needed for over-wintering, 
breeding, and shelter from 
predators and foul weather. 
Vegetation on sandy and 
shallow soils is particularly 
vulnerable. 

Reduced lake levels are 
more than just a recreational 
inconvenience. Exposed 
structure reduces habitat for 
certain fish species. Wider 
shorelines increase the risk 
of predation by animals that 
utilize these riparian zones. 
Of course, this is good if 
you’re a hawk, owl, or coy- 
ote. It also may be good to 
re-establish and invigorate 
some wetland plant species... 
if the lake reductions aren’t 
long term. 

Changes in when and how 
lakes stratify and mix affect 
nutrient and oxygen levels. 
These levels are important to 
fish and other aquatic 
wildlife. Warm weather can 
prevent mixing, which 
means insufficient amounts 
of oxygen may reach the 
deeper parts of a lake. 

Lower stream levels won’t 
do any favors for most aquat- 
ic mammals, especially dur- 
ing the upcoming winter. 
Warmer summer flows dis- 
criminate against cool water 
fish species, such as trout. 
Low spring water levels can 
hamper fish runs and leave 
fish more vulnerable to pre- 
dation. 

Aquatic insect populations 
have taken hits this year. 
We've enjoyed a lack of bit- 
ing bugs, but that’s a vacancy 
at the bottom of the food 
chain that reverberates 
throughout the — web. 
Insectivores have had to trav- 
el further and expend more 
energy. Winter may intensi- 
fy this issue.: 

Drying —_micro-habitats 
reduce the number of over- 
wintering areas for reptiles 
and amphibians. Species 
_ concentrate ‘in and around 


‘the: ‘remaining ‘areas, which 


make populations more vul- 
nerable to diseases and pre- 
dation. Those forest vernal 
ponds may not have carried 
water longer enough to bring 
maturity to some species of 
frogs, toads, and salaman- 
ders. 

Bark beetles and wood 
boring insects may flourish. 
Drought-stressed trees are 
less able to repel the invad- 
ing larvae. Certain fungi that 
control populations, such as 
those of gypsy moth, fail 
during dry springs, which 
might lead to larger defoliat- 
ing insect outbreaks in 2013. 

Risk of certain diseases 
will increase. Avian botu- 
lism can occur in shallow 
ponds and wetlands, which 
are favorite haunts of water- 
birds. The warm water with 
decaying protein matter 
allows the bacterium 
Clostridium botulinum to 
biossom. Large bacteria] 
populations produce toxins 
that can be fatal to birds. 

Blastomycosis is fungal 
disease associated with 
lower water Jevels, warm 
weather, and decaying wood, 
especially around beaver 
ponds. Dogs are particularly 
vulnerable but humans can 
also contract the disease. 

Some drought effects on 
wildlife are fairly easy to 
identify and track. Others 
are more difficult to identify, 
as drought creates underly- 
ing predispositions that 
make healthy wildlife popu- 
lations more vulnerable.

Ecosystems will recover 
from short-term weather 
trends. However, if long- 
term change is underfoot, we 
may be looking at another 
set of ecosystem dynamics in 
an uncertain future. Time

second year in a row. 

Christie Keith, a member on the Michigan Pet Fund 
Alliance’s Board of Directors, said this is the first 
year the organization presented the no-kill communi- 
ty awards, 

Shelters and rescue organizations are required to 
submit reports on the animals they intake, including 
wildlife, to the Michigan Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development. 

Awards were given to communities that have saved 
more than 90 percent of their homeless pets with 
humane, progressive polices. 

“They set the benchmark for best shelters in 
Michigan,” Keith said. “We wanted to acknowledge 
those shelters in the state that have performed at that 
top level.” 

Although the AuSable Valley Animal Shelter serves 
Crawford County, the award was given to include 
broader efforts to care for animals in the community 
such as the Leaning Oaks Cat Haven, a cat shelter in 
Beaver Creek Township, Crawford County Animal 
Control Officer Gail Foguth, individuals who rescue 
homeless animals and people who make donations to 
the shelter. 

“Its really kind an award for the people,” said 
Cheryl Postma, the director for the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter. 

The AuSable Valley Animal Shelter implemented a 
no-kill policy in 2005, but started efforts to end the 
euthanization of adoptable pets two years before that. 

Crawford County saved 94 percent of the homeless 
pets it took in at the AuSable Valley Animal Shelter 


_ through the efforts of the community in 2011. Only 


10 pets taken in at the shelter had to be euthanized 
last year. 

“Crawford County has been a no-kill county for 
several years and the shelter has been working on the 
front lines to make that happen,” said Sharon Priebe, 
secretary/treasurer for the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter Board of Directors. ‘““We’re very proud that 
Crawford County has been recognized as a no-kill 
community and we will work vigilantly with our part- 
ners to maintain that status.” 

Deborah Shutt, chairwoman of the Michigan Pet 
Fund Alliance, said it takes the efforts and financial 


_ support from many to find homes for all healthy cats 


and dogs. 

“What we have learned is that no shelter can 
achieve a no-kill status on their own,” Shutt said, “It 
all depends on the community and community sup- 
port.” 

Last week, Kristen Goddard, of Gaylord, found a 
new “forever friend” at the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter when she decided | to give Cubby, : a eonnemlx, 

Goddard, who works in the surgical department at 
Mercy Hospital Grayling, came across Cubby and the 
AuSable Valley Animal Shelter through searching on 
Petfinder.com, 

Goddard had to put down the two dogs she owned 
earlier this year due to illnesses. 

“Tam thrilled to find a smaller dog and younger dog 
because they usually go first,” she said. 

Goddard said she was pleased to help the AuSable 
Valley Animal Shelter with its no-kill commitment to 
the community after learning about the award. 

“T think it’s wonderful,” Goddard said. 


Drought’s impact on 
fall foliage tourism 


still unknown

LANSING ~ Will a drought-shortened color season 
blunt the impact of Great Lakes fall tourism? 

Stress induced by the dry summer may have leaves 
starting to fall a week or so earlier than normal, said 
Bert Cregg, a professor at Michigan State 
University’s Department of Forestry.

HEALTH INSURANCE ORDINANCE 


An ordinance to create and establish a township group insurance plan covering health, hospitalization, medical and sur- 
gical service and expense, for certain classes of township officers and employees and their dependents, and to autho- 
rize the township supervisor and the township clerk to contract in the name of the township for such plan; to define those 
classes of officers and employees who shall be covered by such group insurance plan; to provide for the payroll deduc- 
tion of contributions, if any, from officers’ and employee; compensation; to establish the time at which existing and future 
employees’ shall become eligible for such plan; to provide a method of non-coverage of an officer or employee of the 
plan, to ratify and confirm the validity of any plan in existence on the effective date of this ordinance; and to repeal all 
ordinances or parts of ordinance in conflict herewith. 


TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK 


CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN 


ORDAINS 


This ordinance shall be known and cited as the “Beaver Creek Township Health Group Insurance Ordinance”. 


Pursuant to Section 110b of Public Act 77 of 1989, as amended, (MCL 41.110b), the township hereby creates and estab- 
lisnes group insurance plan covering health, hospitalization, medical and surgical service and expense, for its officers 
and employees enumerated herein; and, for such purposes, also hereby authorizes the township supervisor and the 
township clerk to contract in the name of the township board, with any company authorized to transact such business 
within the State of Michigan for such group insurance policies. 


The group insurance plan created, established and contracted for under this ordinance shall cover each person within 
the following classes of officers and employees upon election or hiring: 
A. All members of the township board 

1. Supervisor, clerk, treasurer; provide a 2-person policy for elected and spouse 

2. Board of trustees; provide a single policy for elected 
B. Secretary and senior maintenance person; provide a single policy if working average of 25 hours , or more, per week. 
C. Fire chief and fire fighters; provide a double policy for full-time employee and spouse. 
D.The assessor, zoning administrator and spouses of trustees, secretary or senior maintenance person may also be cov- 
ered at the participants cost through payroll deduction. 
E. Family may be added to any participant's policy at their own cost through payroll deduction. 
F. For those on Medicare benefits as follows: 

1. Pay their own healthcare Medicare Part B supplement, which is withheld from their social security. 

2. The township will pay their Part B supplemental amount and Part D drug coverage. No 20% withholding will 
take place from these amounts. This amount is not to exceed the amount paid by the township for its standard medical 
policy. The supplemental plans, currently A-N (they change yearly), may be chosen by participant. 

G. Any additional policies that are not part of the standard township medical policy are not to exceed the monthly amount 
paid for the standard township policies. 
To qualify for such insurance coverage, the employee must complete 90 days of employment. 


The township hereby establishes a cafeteria plan pursuant to Section 125 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. The 
cafeteria plan provides a township board member or employee may elect to have health insurance coverage provided 
by other than the township provided and that premium shall be paid by the township up to the amount which would be 
paid to the township group provided. Statements shall be provided to the township clerk for the individual's alterative 
health coverage monthly or as often as the other carrier provides statements, but not less than quarterly. 

The township shall annually contribute 80%, with a 20% participation fee (except for those on Medicare) for a single or 
double policy of the portion of the premium or charges arising under such health insurance coverage contract for each 
person within the class of persons enumerated in Section III hereof. Each person within such class shall be responsi- 
ble for the remainder of the premium or charges. If any, not paid for by the township and the township treasurer is here- 
by authorized to deduct the same from such person's pay, salary or compensation to apply to such person’s responst- 
bility. Any person required by ordinance to make contributions to the coverage who desires not to be so covered shall 
give written notice to the township clerk that he/she desires not to be insured or covered and if the notice is received 
before the person has become insured or covered under the contract, he/she shall not be covered under the contract. 
if the notice is received after the individual has become insured or covered, his/her coverage under the contract shall 
cease as provided for in the contract. 


The Township hereby ratifies and confirms the validity of any health, hospitalization, medical and surgical service and 
expense, or any one or more such forms of insurance in existence on the effective date of this ordinance. 


The ordinance shall take effect on the date of its publication. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith
